WAS H I N GTO N I Major League Baseball owners 
will consider a plan to shift the Washington 
Nationals’ proposed new stadium to the site 
of RFK Stadium, D.C. Council members said 
Thursday, following a one -hour meeting with 
basebaU’s point man on stadium lease nego- 
tiations. 

The council sought the meeting with 
Chicago White Sox owner Jerry Reinsdorf 
to express concerns about the escalating 
costs of the new stadium. 

Councilman David A. Catania, I-At Large, 


and Jim Graham, D-Ward 1, said Reinsdorf 
agreed to discuss the possibility of shifting the 
site of the proposed 41,000 -seat ballpark with 
the committee representing the 29 owners 
who bought the Montreal Expos in 2002 and 
moved them to Washington this year. 

Building the stadium on the site stipulated 
in the agreement to move the Expos to D.C., the 
Anacostia waterfront, could cost $589 million, 
according to council estimates. Improvements 
to roads, sidewalks and a nearby Metro sta- 
tion could add another $100 million. 


Several members of the 
panel want to build the sta- 
dium at RFK, where the 
Nationals are slated to play 
through the 2007 season. 
They contend that it would 
be less expensive, particu- 
larly if the federal govern- 
ment agrees to transfer 
land to the city. Supporters of the original 
site contend that it offers an opportunity for 
hundreds of millions of dollars worth of new 
development, which would not be available

WASHINGTON I Just like students 
nationwide, children in major U.S. 
cities are getting better in math but 
struggling to improve in reading, a 
new federal snapshot shows. 

On the test considered to be 
the standard of academic prog- 
ress, city students also often did 
as well or better in 2005 than kids 
of the same race or ethnicity across 
the country. 

Urban educators said the new 
scores, released Thursday, show 
that urban fourth-graders and 
eighth-graders are moving ahead 
despite facing greater poverty and 
academic challenges.

European Lawmakers Want 
Answers on Secret Prisons 

European lawmakers accused EU 
countries Thursday of failing to 
address allegations of CIA secret 
prisons and flights across the con- 
tinent and demanded to know 
“who was on those flights, where 
they went.” Allegations the CIA hid 
and interrogated key al Qaeda sus- 
pects at Soviet- era compounds in 
Eastern Europe were first reported 
in The Washington Post. Several EU 
governments have launched inves- 
tigations into the allegations, but so 
far most have only vigorously denied 
media reports about apparent air- 
craft landings and secret jails, (ap) 

GAZIPUR, BANGLADESH 

Man Dressed as Tea Vendor 
Throws Bomb, Killing One 

A bomb thrown by an Islamic 
militant disguised as a tea vendor 
exploded outside a government 
building Thursday in a town near 
the Bangladeshi capital, killing one 
person and wounding at least 29, 
authorities said. The militant, who 
was captured after the blast, threw a 
tea container holding the bomb after 
he refused to be searched by police, 
officials said. Authorities rushed 16 
of the most seriously injured to a 
hospital, where one person died, 
said Dr. Mozammel Haq. (ap) 


But November is still 
bloody month for U.S. 
as death toll hits 85 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Suicide bombings 
fell in November to their lowest level 
in seven months, the American mil- 
itary said Thursday, citing the suc- 
cess of U.S. -Iraqi military opera- 
tions against insurgent and foreign 
fighter sanctuaries near the Syrian 
border. 

But the trend in Iraq has not 
resulted in less bloodshed: 85 U.S. 
troops died during the month, one 
of the highest tolls since the inva- 
sion. 

In Ramadi, 70 miles west of 
Baghdad, the U.S. military played 
down reports by residents and police 
of widespread attacks Thursday 


SINGAPORE I Singapore execut- 
ed Australian heroin trafficker 
Nguyen Tuong Van early Friday in 
a case that triggered an outcry in his 
country, where people held vigils at 
the hour of his hanging. Australia’s 
prime minister said the execution 
would damage relations between 
the countries. 

“The sentence was carried out 
this morning at Changi Prison,” 


Singapore’s Home Affairs 
Ministry said 
in a statement. 
It said Nguyen 
had failed in his 
appeals to the 
Court of Appeal, 
and to President 
S.R. Nathan for 
clemency. 

Vietnam-born Nguyen, 25, was 


hanged before dawn despite numer- 
ous appeals from Australian leaders 
for his life to be spared. He received 
a mandatory death sentence after 
being caught with 14 ounces of 
heroin at the city-state’s Changi 
Airport in 2002. 

Nguyen’s twin brother, Nguyen 
Khoa, entered the prison compound, 
but did not attend the execution. 

Nguyen Tuong Van had said he 
was trafficking heroin to help pay 
off his twin’s debts, (ap) 



S. African Court OKs Gay Marriages 


Judges give Parliament 
a year to make ehanges 
to nations marital law 

JOHANNESBURG, SOUTH AFRICA I 
South Africa’s highest court ruled 
in favor of gay marriage Thursday, 
a landmark decision that clears the 
way for the country to become the 
first to legalize same-sex unions on 
a continent where homosexuality 
remains largely taboo. 

The decision does not take 
immediate effect, however. The 
Constitutional Court, which 
decided it is unconstitutional to 
prohibit gays from marrying, gave 
Parliament a year to make the nec-

essary legal changes. That disap- 
pointed gay rights activists, some 
of whom have been waiting years 
to wed. 

Canada, the Netherlands, 


Belgium and Spain are the only 
nations that now allow gay mar- 
riage nationwide. 

South Africa recognized the 
rights of gay people in the con- 
stitution adopted after apartheid 
ended in 1994 — the first in the 
world to prohibit discrimination 
on the basis of sexual orientation. 
But the government has opposed 
attempts to extend the definition of 
marriage in court to include same- 
sex couples in the mostly Christian 
country. 

The court instructed Parliament 
to extend the legal definition within 
a year, or else the courts would auto- 
matically do so, the South African 
Press Association reported, (ap)

Transplant 
Surgery 
Stirs Critics 

Questions linger after 
news of landmark 
Freneh faee operation 

PARIS I An ethics debate broke out 
over the world’s first partial face 
transplant Thursday with one 
surgeon challenging the decision 
to operate. 

Some doctors also raised con- 
cerns about the psychological health 
of the French woman who received 
a transplanted nose, lips and chin 
on Sunday. She had been brutally 
mauled by a dog in May, and her 
identity remains unknown. 

Dr. Laurent Lantieri, an adviser 
to the French medical ethics panel, 
said the surgeons who operated vio- 
lated the panel’s advice because they 
failed to try reconstructive surgery 
first. He said a transplant donor was 
immediately sought without trying 
to repair the woman’s face with 
more conventional surgery. 

The panel had previously object- 
ed to full face transplants but said 
partial ones could be considered 
under strict circumstances, such 
as first trying normal surgery. 

However, surgeon Denys Pellerin, 
of the National Consultative Ethics 
Committee advised by Lantieri 
said, “as long as the transplant is 
not total, it is not unethical.” 

Also, Carine Camby, director 
general of the French health agen- 
cy that coordinates organ procure- 
ment, said normal reconstructive 
surgery could not have been used 
in this case, (ap)

Violence 

Final stage of vote for 
parliament marred 
by elashes with poliee 

MANSOURA, EGYPT I Violence racked 
the final round of Egypt’s troubled 
parliamentary elections Thursday, 
as police opened fire on crowds and 
used nightsticks and tear gas to bar 
voters from entering polling stations 
in opposition strongholds. 

At least one person was killed 
and 60 were wounded, said 
Mohammed el-Ashqar, a cam- 
paign worker for a leftist opposi- 
tion candidate. 


Shakes Egyptian 


The Interior Ministry confirmed 
the death, saying the victim was a 
government supporter. It blamed 
the opposition Muslim Brotherhood 
group for the clash, saying its sup- 
porters attacked voters and judges 
monitoring the polls. 

Although voting proceeded with- 
out violence or intimidation in some 
areas, voters were met at the polls by 
lines of police in towns where ruling 
party candidates faced stiff com- 
petition from the opposition. The 
only people allowed through were 
those who said they would cast bal- 
lots for President Hosni Mubarak’s 
National Democratic Party.

Election 

In the town of Kafr el- Sheik, 
north of Cairo, police tried to dis- 
perse an unruly crowd with night- 
sticks and tear gas, bringing volleys 
of stones from the voters. Police then 
opened fire, el-Ashqar said, using 
live ammunition. The Egyptian 
Organization for Human Rights 
said rubber bullets were fired. 

The elections, which began Nov. 
9, have been plagued by battles 
between the government and the 
Brotherhood, Egypt’s main Islamic 
group. The Brotherhood racked up 
seats in the two election stages last 
month, increasing its presence in 
parliament fivefold, (ap) 



Nations Mark World AIDS Day 


FATICK, SENEGAL I Schoolchildren in 
Senegal pledged to abstain from sex 
and Indian village women cast off a 
veil of shame about their HIV sta- 
tus as World AIDS Day was marked 
around the globe Thursday. 

About 40 million people world- 
wide are now infected with HIV, 
the virus that causes AIDS. Africa, 
with only 10 percent of the world’s 
population, suffers over half of its 
HIV infections. 

In India, some 70 HIV-infect- 
ed women stepped out of the shad- 
ows during a rally in Golaghat, a 
town in eastern Assam state, to 
acknowledge that they are living 


with the disease and should not 
be shunned. 

An estimated 5.1 million people 
are living with HIV in India — the 
most in any single country except 
South Africa. 

The British government marked 
World AIDS Day by contributing 
$48 million to the global fight 
against the disease. 

Estonia’s National Institute for 
Health Development campaigned 
Thursday for increased tolerance of 
HIV-infected persons. With over 
5,000 diagnosed cases, Estonia has 
one of the highest numbers of HIV- 
infections in Europe, (ap)

Flu Could Bug Businesses 


Survey: Many firms 
lack contingency plans 
for super-flu outbreak 

WASHiNGTONlIfa super-flu sweeps 
the globe, who will haul away the 
garbage? Keep the factories run- 
ning, making cars and computers 
and tissues? Stock and sell grocer- 
ies? Keep electricity flowing? 

Most U.S. companies haven’t 
planned for how to stay in busi- 
ness during a flu pandemic, when 
their workers may be too sick or 
scared to show up and their sup- 
ply chains disappear, a major new 


survey of some of the nation’s larg- 
est firms shows. 

Two -thirds of the businesses 
surveyed said their companies 
were inadequately prepared to pro- 
tect themselves during a pandem- 
ic and, demonstrating a surprising 
fatalism, 39 percent believed there 
wasn’t much they could do. 

The results also raise public 
health concerns: When asked if 
they would waive sick-leave restric- 
tions to encourage potentially con- 
tagious employees to stay home, 
63 percent of the companies were 
undecided and 10 percent said they 
would not. 


“Corporate America is like every- 
body — they read it and see it on 
television but they really can’t com- 
pletely digest it,” former Health and 
Human Services Secretary Tommy 
Thompson said of the flu threat. 

His new industry think tank, 
part of Deloitte & Touche USA, 
sponsored the survey, to be released 
Friday. The gathering of about 25 
corporate giants and public health 
specialists will focus on how to pre- 
pare for what scientists insist is the 
growing risk of a worldwide influ- 
enza outbreak, sparked either by the 
Asian bird flu or some other super- 
strain.

DETROIT I Auto sales fell in 
November, and though they still 
outpaced a dismal October, the 
results were disappointing to U.S.

Toyota Motor Corp.’s car sales 
were up 9.3 percent for the month, 
led by sales of its Lexus luxury 
sedans, but sales of trucks and 
SUVs were up just 1 percent for an 
overall sales increase of 5.5 percent.

ATF: Arsonist Set 

Sweatfs 45 blazes may be only the tip of ieeberg 


Many More Fires 


WASHINGTON I A man who plead- 
ed guilty to setting 45 fires in the 
Washington region was responsible 
for far more arsons, federal inves- 
tigators said Thursday. 

“There’s a significant amount of 
fires,” Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco, 
Firearms and Explosives agent Scott 
Fulkerson told WUSA-TV. He said 
Thomas Sweatt had been setting 
fires as far back as 1985. 

“Since the time of Mr. Sweatt ’s 
arrest we’ve learned a significant 
amount,” Fulkerson said. 


Sweatt, the manager of a fast 
food restaurant in the nation’s capi- 
tal, was arrested 
April 27. He 
later admitted 
that between 
February 2003 
and December 
2004, he set 
45 fires in the 
District of 
Columbia, Prince George’s and 
Montgomery counties in Maryland, 
Fairfax and Arlington counties in 


Virginia and the City of Alexandria, 
Va. 

Under a plea deal, local prose- 
cutors agreed not to charge Sweatt 
with other arsons. 

Sweatt also pleaded guilty to 
murder charges in the deaths of 
two elderly Northeast Washington 
women. One died when her home 
was torched. The other died of 
smoke inhalation a few days after 
Sweatt set fire to her next door 
neighbor’s house. 

In September, a federal judge 
sentenced Sweatt to life in prison 
plus 136 years, (ap)

Execution 
Delay Bid 
Rejected 

Baker’s lawyers say 
fatal mixture of drugs 
will cause great pain 

BALTIMORE I A federal judge on 
Thursday rejected a bid by Wesley 
Baker to delay his execution by 
lethal injection, saying the inmate 
had not proved his claim that the 
drugs used by the state cause unnec- 
essary pain. 

District Court Judge William 
Quarles denied Baker’s request 
for an injunction that would have 
delayed the execution, set for next 
week, for the 1991 murder of a 
woman in Baltimore County. 

In a short hearing in U.S. 
District Court, a doctor from 
Columbia University testifying on 
Baker’s behalf said there are less 
painful alternatives to the mix of 
three drugs, meant to anesthetize 
and stop the breathing and heart 
of a condemned inmate. 

Noting the Maryland Court of 
Appeals had rejected a similar claim 
by Steven Oken, who was executed 
last year, Quarles said Baker had not 
demonstrated that the state’s lethal 
injection amounted to a violation of 
the U.S. Constitution’s protection 
against cruel and unusual punish- 
ment.

FILM I “First Descent” may not be 
enough of a ride for snowboarders, 
who probably would love this doc- 
umentary about their sport to run 
to epic length. 

For everyone else, “First Descent” 
maybe too long a trip, its approach 
overly broad and unfocused as the 
filmmakers try to incorporate a 
personal story of five thrill-riding 
snowboarding stars into a generic 
chronicle of the sport’s develop- 
ment. 

At nearly two hours, “First 
Descent” ends up belaboring the 
snowboarding phenomenon more 
than illuminating it. The film pro- 
gresses in stops and starts as it flits 
from truly spectacular mountain 
sequences to repetitive, self-con- 
gratulatory interviews in which 
snowboarders prattle on about what 


innovative rebels they all are. 

What salvages much of the 
movie for non- snowboarders are 
the remarkable images of boarders 
sailing down endless, nearly perpen- 
dicular walls of snow. You can dust 
off cliches such as “jaw-dropping” for 
some of those moments, which look 
physically impossible to survive. 

Directors Kevin Harrison and 
Kemp Curley, whose production 
company has handled TV coverage 
of the X Games and other sports, 
rounded up old-guard boarders and 
new stars for a jaunt to Alaska. 

Unfortunately, such thrills are 
dulled with filler as Harrison and 
Curley provide copious interviews 
and archival footage to trace how 
snowboarding evolved from a fringe 
pasttime frowned on by skiers to the 
rage of resorts everywhere. 

A little bit of that general back- 
ground would have gone a long way 
toward putting the adventures of the 
film’s five principals in perspective. 
Yet the story of rebels who became 
icons feels like the same tale already 
told in the skateboarding documen- 
tary “Dogtown and Z-Boys” and the 
surfing chronicle “Riding Giants,” 
both of them better films with more 
insight on their sports, the partic- 
ipants and their cultural 
impact.

FACT VS. FICTION I Oh, those wacky 
Windsors. If you harbor any doubts 
that the story of the British royal 
family has digressed from drama 
to tragedy to farce, they will be 
dispelled by the 2005 TV movie 
“Charles & Camilla: Whatever 
Love Means” (8 p.m., WE). 

It’s supposed to be a plea for 
understanding for England’s 
star-crossed lovebirds, now unit- 
ed in holy matrimony after decades 
of scandal.

Years go by, Charles enters the 
navy, Camilla marries Andrew 
Parker Bowles, the prince goes 
through a retinue of glittering 
Eurotrash who receive cold glanc- 
es from the royal mum and the

NATURAL HIGHS I Trip-hoppers 
Tosca are positively mind- alter- 
ing: A spin or two of their new 
disc, “J.A.C.” effects greater inner 
peace than decades of transcenden- 
tal meditation and psychotherapy 
put together. 

Comprised of electronic-music 
titan Richard Dorfmeister and 
classical pianist Rupert Huber, 
Tosca is set to perform — along 
with two emcees and a massive 
light show — in D.C. for the first 
time on Sunday. Fellow-travelers 
Thievery Corporation booked the 
gig at the 9:30 Club. 

Dorfmeister, reached by phone 
at his home in Vienna, was happy 
to answer a few queries. We start- 
ed by asking him who his favorite 
American DJs are. Dorfmeister 
responded by laughing for a pre- 
ternaturally long time. 

Was this producer of sophisticat- 
ed, layered, comely “chill-out” music 
(and proprietor of the G-stone label) 
himself a little stoned? 

Asked how it felt to hear his 
work described as “perfect music 
for Stoners,” he replied, “I’m fine 
with it.” Dorfmeister explained 
that, in his opinion, music is inev- 
itably categorized, and the labels 


applied to the down-tempo, bass- 
heavy soundscapes he creates won’t 
prevent him from doing what he 
wants in the future. The chill-out 
guru reserves the right to release 
an up-tempo record. 

In 1998 Dorfmeister released a 
celebrated, nearly-gold selling remix 
album with his longtime collabora- 
tor Peter Kruder. He’s been asked 
to re-work the music of artists 
from Bone Thugs-n-Harmony to 
Madonna and Depeche Mode. But 
there aren’t any remix projects on 
his immediate horizon. Dorfmeister 
said that he may do some eventually, 
but currently would rather work on 
his own music than get locked into 
producing other people’s. 


He enjoys releasing other folks’ 
work, though: Dorfmeister couldn’t 
think of a single downside to run- 
ning his slowly- growing G- Stone 
imprint and has no aspirations to 
record for a larger label. “We’ve 
been offered a lot of money, but 
it was always a goal of ours to do 
everything independently,” he said. 
“I don’t want anyone else to have a 
say in our music or art.” 

Beautiful, lushly arranged 
down-tempo grooves, a remark- 
ably light show and a desire to 
stick it to the man: Self-respect- 
ing trip -hop heads and avant- 
music aficionados look forward to 
slow dancing into Monday morning.

THE ARYAN COUPLE (PG-13, 123 min- 
utes) This film, sort of a bad-Nazi act- 
ing Olympics for second-tier British 
actors, is so full of strutting psychos in 
black leather raincoats with scars on their 
faces, it comes to resemble a “Saturday 
Night Live” parody of a “Jeopardy for 
Nazis” gameshow more than anything.

As Capote, Philip 
Seymour Hoffman makes you believe in

CHICKEN LITTLE (G, 78 minutes) Based 
on the old tale, and the image of ardent, 
mythological stupidity — the chicken 
who thought the sky was falling when 
an acorn fell on its head — this com- 
puter-animated gee-whizzer takes the 
story one more crank toward the liter- 
al. When thething hits Chicken Little, it 
turns out it is a piece of the sky: The sky is 
falling.

humor, it’s also pretty smart. In the end, 
the organ it’s really all about exercising 
is the human heart, (mo) 

GET RICH OR DIE TRYIN’ (R, 134 min- 
utes) Born Curtis Jackson and reared 
in Queens, New York, the rapper who 
became 50 Cent never knew his father 
and lost his mother when he was only 
8. Later he becamea dealer, until decid- 
ing, in the mid-’90s, to pursue a career 
as a rapper. His first record was about 
to hit the streets in 2000 when Jackson 
wasshot. Good stuffforacinematictell- 
ing, but50 Cent’s fictionalized life story 
is shockingly inert, (ah) 

GOOD NIGHT, AND GOOD LUCK (PG- 
13, 93 minutes) George Clooney, who 
directed and co-wrote, retells the story 
of crusading journalist Ed Murrow, who 
stood up to braying political bully Joe 
McCarthy. The stylizations of ’50s TV 
drama, including black-and-white cin- 
ematography, areterrific. Clooney casts 
himself as Murrow’s producer, Fred W. 
Friendly, but hardly registers. Neither do 
any of the other CBS minions. Strathairn 
dominatesthe movie with furious intelli- 
gence, guts, will and nobility, (sh) 
HARRY POTTER AND THE GOBLET OF FIRE 
(PG-13, 160 minutes) This is probably the 
most engaging Potterfilm of the series 
thusfar. Our central character, Hogwarts 
student Harry Potter (Daniel Radcliffe), 
is possibly more intimidated by girls than 
by dragons. Harry just got drafted, mys- 
teriously, into the international Triwizard 
Tournament. As ifthat weren’tenough, 
a large skull-and-snakeapparition has 
appeared in the skies, a signal that the 
evil Lord Voldemort (Ralph Fiennes) has 


returned. Readers oftheJ.K. Rowling nov- 
els may be disappointed that many details 
from the book have been altered or omit- 
ted. But as long as those readers appreci- 
ate large-scale action and smaller-scale 
interaction, they’ll be happy, (dt) 

THE ICE HARVEST (R, 88 minutes) It’s 
Dec. 24 in Wichita, and the Midwestern 
city is slipping and shivering underthe 
chilly blast of a sudden ice storm. The 
timing is disastrous for Charlie Arglist 
(John Cusack), an unscrupulous lawyer 
who was planning to skip town with the $2 
million he embezzled from mobster Bill 
Guerrard (Randy Quaid). Now, Charlie 
and his partner-in-crime, Vic (Billy Bob 
Thornton), are forced to sit things out, 
passing nervous time in the strip clubs, 
dank bars, restaurants and massage 
parlors that are their regular domain. 
Whatto do? This often macabre come- 
dy allows usto doff such civilized traits 
astasteand decency. We’refreeto laugh 
at anything, and we do. (dt) 

IN HER SHOES (PG-13, 131 minutes) In a 
pedestrian display of opposites. Rose 
(Toni Colette) has a law firm career, 
money and smarts but few men. Party 
girl Maggie (Cameron Diaz) lands the 
guys but always ends up drunk, penni- 
less and miserable on Rose’s sofa. When 
Maggie casually steals Rose’s smooth - 
operator boss, Jim (Richard Burgi), sis- 
terly tension becomes official breakup. 
The women branch off into self-discovery 
subplots. When the sisters meetagain, 
it’s nota harmonic convergence. It’s just 
the end of 131 minutes, (dt) 

IN THE MIX (PG-13, 95 minutes) Hip- 
hop star Usher makes an inauspi- 
cious screen debut playing a Brooklyn 
DJ named Darrell, whose dad used 
to work as a bartender for a Mafioso 
(Chazz Palminteri). Darrell is asked to 
spin records at a graduation partyforthe 
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mobster’s daughter, Dolly (Emmanuelle 
Chriqui), shots arefired, Darrelltakesa 
bullet for the don and soon he is hired 
to be Dolly’s bodyguard. Billed as sort 
of a hybrid action drama and romantic 
comedy, the film possesses no action, 
drama, romance or comedy. Still, Usher 
manages to exude a warmth and mod- 
est appeal. (AH) 

JARHEAD (R, 120 minutes) Set in 1991 
during the first Gulf War, this movie is a 
kind of lightweight variation on Stanley 
Kubrick’s “Full Metal Jacket,’’ with its 
evocation of the institution known as 
the United States Marine Corps, its 
love of the profane poetry of sergeants 
and the bond felt by young men locked 
in a common ordeal. It’s a portrait of 
Swofford and his band of gyrene broth- 
ers, wandering haplessly around, look- 
ing for action while trying to overcome 
the soldier’s truest enemy, ennui. Jake 
Gyllenhaal plays “Swoff,” and what’s so 
good about the movie is Gyllenhaal’s 
refusal to show off. (sh) 

JUST FRIENDS (PG-13, 94 minutes) In 
high school, Chris (Ryan Reynolds) 
was perennially cast as “best friend,’’ 
never “coolest guy.’’ Thus he could not 
ever become romantic objectto “school’s 
coolest girl,’’ Jamie (Amy Smart). She 
liked him just the way he was: fat, clum- 
sy, funny, unthreatening. Ten years later, 
Chris, who has shed a thousand or so 
pounds, tries to face his past — Jamie, 
now a bartender. What Chris seems most 
interested in might be called a revenge 
tryst: Now cool, bethinks hecan sweep 
her off her feet and get out of town hav- 
ing achieved a lifelong goal. Of course he 
falls in loveagain. The movie gets surpris- 
ingly better as it progresses, (sh) 

KISS KISS, BANG BANG (R, 103 minutes) 
This isthefirst movie since 1994’s “Pulp 
Fiction’’ not justto understand movie vio- 
lence asa popculturalform butto play it 
likeavirtuoso violinist. This manictrib- 
ute to film noir stars a wackily inspired 
Robert Downey Jr. as two-bit burglar 
Harry Lockhart, whose bizarre lucktakes 
him from a botched East Village robbery 
intothefear-and-loathing underbelly of 
Hollywood, where he’s astounded to find 
himself a contender for an acting role. 
This isjustthe beginning of worse and 
better to come. You get a lot of smart 
bang-bangforyour buck, (dt) 
MACHUCA (unrated, 121 minutes) Pedro 
Machucaisa 13-year-old boy living inthe 
slums of Santiago, Chile, in 1973 when he 
is chosen to attend atony private boys’ 
school, a result of the liberalized poli- 
cies of the country’s president, Salvador

Allende. While at St. Patrick’s, Pedro 
(Ariel Mateluna) befriends one of the rich 
kids, a plump, freckle-faced bookworm 
named Gonzalo Infante (Matias Quer). 
Againstthe backdrop of the impending 
military coup led by Augusto Pinochet, 
thetwo boys pursue an unlikely friend- 
ship that opens both their eyes. The 
two lead performances are flawless, 
as is Aline Kuppenheim’s portrayal of 
Gonzalo’s beautiful, feckless mother 
and Manuela Martelli as Pedro’s tem- 
peramental cousin, on whom Gonzalo 
develops a crush, (ah) 

PARADISE NOW (Unrated, 94 minutes) 
This movietakesyou behind theterrible 
curtain ofterrorismtofind, nottoo sur- 
prisingly, that human beings live there. 
Palestinian director Hany Abu-Assad 
focuses on the humanity of two likable 
West Bank auto mechanics. Said (Kais 
Nashef) and Khaled (AN Suliman), who 
are informed, with only 24 hours’ notice, 
that God has chosen them to obliterate 
themselves and as many bystanders as 
they can take with them. The audience 
is lured into discomforting empathyfor 
Said and Khaled, especially when things 
start going horribly awry. This movie 
may not change anyone’s ideology, but 
it should convince somethat peopleare 
pretty much the same on either side of 
the holyfence. (dt) 

THE PASSENGER (PG-13, 119 minutes) In 
this 1975 film directed by Michelangelo 
Antonioni, which is being re-released in 
the version Antonioni liked best, a lithe, 
just-balding Jack Nicholson plays David 
Locke, atelevision journalist covering a 
civil conflict in an unnamed African 
country. But his character is also a pas- 
senger — a passive, disaffected accom- 
plice in his own life. This film is about 
the psyche of one man and an erotically 
charged, if verbally challenged, relation- 
ship with a beautiful woman. The latter 
is portrayed here by Maria Schneider, 
whom Antonioni revealingly calls “the 
Girl.’’ That says it all about a film that, 
while pictorially stunning, looks today 
likea museum piece of quintessentially 
male heroicfilmmaking, (ah) 

PRIDE & PREJUDICE (PG, 128 min- 
utes) This version of Jane Austen’s 
fabled story, in which Lizzie Bennet 
and Mr. Darcy begin as fiery opponents 
and end up as married lovers, is not 
quite the taming of a shrew, because 
in Austen’s worldview, leading ladies 
of beauty and wit weren’t shrews and 
never had to betamed, but merely loved 
and respected, and good things would 
follow. That’s the main trajectory of this 
film, starring Keira Knightley as Elizabeth 
and Matthew MacFadyen asthe initially 
dour, snotty Mr. Darcy. Knightley takes

SARAH SILVERMAN: JESUS IS MAGIC 

(R, 72 minutes) When it comes to Sarah 
Silverman, the best thing to do is sim- 
ply sit backand listen. Thefactthatshe 
shouldn’t be saying thosethings and you 
shouldn’t be laughing at them makes it 
even moredeliciously painful. Thereare 
song parodies, trips backstage, but it’s 
all just filler to stretch 40 golden min- 
utes of inspired stand-up to 72 minutes.

A Genuine 
Knights Tale 


An actor rediscovers 
a passion for chess 
— and passes it on 

SPORTSMANSHIP I “Knights of the 
South Bronx,” an A&E movie pre- 
miering Dec. 6, is based on a true- 
life tale about how a teacher uses 
chess to inspire inner-city kids. 

Its star, Ted Danson, found him- 
self inspired as well. His love of the 
game, long dormant, was rekindled, 
he said, and his skills enhanced. 

Even more so, he was moved 
greatly by the real tale of the film’s 
inspiration, chess expert David 
MacEnulty, who taught the intri- 
cate board game to Bronx ele- 
mentary school children, nurtur- 
ing them to success in national 
competitions. 

Executive producer Diane 
Nabatoff approached Danson by 
sending him a video of a TV news 
piece about MacEnult. Danson 
praised MacEnulty as a “true hero 
... an amazing man, so passionate, 
so dedicated.” 

The A&E movie does take some 
dramatic license with MacEnulty’s 
story, but he said what really mat- 
ters is that the film is true in the 
way it depicts the lessons the kids 


learned through chess. 

“You don’t get ahead by getting 
it over on people. You get ahead 
by being better than they are at 
something, and the only way you 
are going to do that is if you work 
harder than the other people. And 
that’s the message of the movie,” 
MacEnulty said. 

On the film’s Toronto location, 
Danson watched MacEnulty, who has 
written several chess books and cre- 
ated software programs for the U.S. 
Chess Federation, teaching the young 
actors the basics of the game. 

“There were six or so kids from 
5- to 10- or 11 -years- old who were 
just nonstop, all over him, all over 
the chess pieces, squabbling. I was 
horrified, ‘Oh, my god, is this what 
I’m going to be doing every day?’ But 
what David said to me, and what I 
saw, was 60, 70 percent of his ener- 
gy was to capture their attention 
and the rest was put into the chess 
teaching.” 

Danson went on to apply that 
technique himself in working with 
his young co-stars. “As soon as you 
offer them something that is really 
interesting and when the communi- 
cation is, ‘You matter, I care about 
you, you can do this,’ you can keep 
them focused.”

PBS Drifts Right 


NETWORKS I A PBS public affairs 
program featuring politically con- 
servative viewpoints is moving to 
Fox News after the show struggled 
to get airtime on local public tele- 
vision stations, according to its 
producers. 

The “Journal Editorial Report,” 
a half-hour show hosted by Wall 
Street Journal Editorial Page Editor 
Paul Gigot and featuring members 
of the newspaper’s editorial board, 
will air for the last time on PBS on 
Friday. In January, the program will 
begin running on the cable news 
channel on Saturdays, in a time slot 
to be determined. Fox officials said 


Paul Gigot’s “Journal Editorial Report” 
has migrated from PBS to Fox. 


Wednesday. 

“The Journal decided not to pur- 
sue a third season on PBS because 
... the refusal of many of the top 
PBS TV stations to carry the pro- 
gram didn’t justify the effort,” said 
Robert Christie, a spokesman for 
Dow Jones, the Journal’s parent 
company. 

PBS officials disputed that, say- 
ing the program was carried on an 
average of 229 stations during any 
given week, reaching 83 percent of 
U.S. households. Officials expressed 
regret that the Journal’s editorial 
board was taking its program else- 
where.

Redskins still believe 
in themselves despite 
last 3 painful defeats 

REDSKINS I Shawn Springs knew 
about this week’s opponent, St. 
Louis, and their fourth- quarter 
comeback win against the Texans. 
It was his defense’s string of break- 
downs he wanted to forget. 

“I’m still getting over my own 
team’s loss,” the Redskins corner- 
back said, smarting from a 23-17 
overtime loss to San Diego that 
looked to be in the bag heading 
into the fourth quarter. 

Sweet victory has scorned the 
’Skins three weeks in a row. It 
was almost in their grasp in mid- 
November, but then ran off at the 
last minute with a gang of pirates in 
Tampa.

Lowly UCLA defense takes on Heisman favorite 


COLLEGE FOOTBALL I UCLA has 
made a string of opposing run- 
ners look like Heisman Trophy 
material — and none was exactly 
Reggie Bush. 

The No. 11 Bruins’ generous 
defense is allowing 219.5 yards 
rushing a game to rank 115th in 
the country. UCLA knows it will 
have to plug many holes to have 
a chance against No. 1 Southern 
California (11- 0) at the Coliseum 
on Saturday. 

Bush, who was extraordinary 
in a 29-24 victory over UCLA a

For Jacobs: Pain, Little Gain 


Injury-plagued receiver takes on a starting role 


REDSKINS I August has not been 
kind to Taylor Jacobs. A bruised 
pancreas ruined his rookie sea- 
son in 2003, a strained abdomi- 
nal muscle set him back in 2004, 
and a sprained big left toe sidelined 
him this year. 

The story was painfully repeti- 
tive.

Now it is December, and for 
the first in his pro career, Jacobs 
is needed. Injuries to David Patten 
and James Thrash have made him 
a starter, one who needs to produce 
to take some of the attention away 
from leading receiver Santana 
Moss. 

“I think of all the stuff that has 
happened,” Jacobs said. “I’m just 
ready to go. I’m ready to make 



something happen.” 

Jacobs made his first start of the 
season last week against San Diego 
and caught four passes for 44 yards. 
It was a promising effort, although 
not nearly enough to draw the con- 
stant double coverage away from 
Moss.

Hearty winter gourds 
can instantly warm 
up the colder months 

Off the vine, winter squash look like 
some kind of exotic rustic pottery, 
with rich colors and textures that 
give them the appearance of hav- 
ing been elaborately carved and col- 
ored. That beauty makes them one 
of nature’s more versatile vegetables : 
Until you’re ready to eat, you’ve got 
a holiday centerpiece. 

But once you cook them, they 
transform completely, that ceram- 
ic hardness giving way to a near- 
ly creamy texture and a subtle, 
nutty sweetness. Of course, that’s 
not going to happen with just any 
winter squash. 

Beautiful as they are, squash can 
be confusing. Even the name can 
fool you — winter squash actually 
are harvested in the fall (hence all 
those Halloween pumpkins). We call 
them winter squash only because 
most varieties have hard, thick rinds 
that allow them to be stored through 
the cold winter months when, tradi- 
tionally, few other vegetables were 
available. 

Winter squash can be rough and 


warty, or smooth and sleek. They 
can be round or cylindrical. The 
skin can be orange, yellow, green 
and even nearly blue — or just 
about any variation thereof. Their 
flesh can be stringy and fibrous, or 
smooth as butter. The flavor can be 
sweet and rich, or thin and vegetal. 
Winter squash range in size from 
a little bigger than a tennis ball to 
more than 100 pounds. 

How do you make sense of all 
this? The good news for cooks — 
this might sound cynical, but it’s 


true — is that you can ignore most 
of them. To put it diplomatically, 
most winter squash traditionally 
were prized more for their keep- 
ing ability than for any outstand- 
ing culinary characteristics. 

You are best off focusing on a 
handful of the best commonly avail- 
able varieties. In general, winter 
squash seem to be defined by two 
variables: texture — from stringy to 
smooth — and flavor — from nutty 
sweetness to a kind of green vege- 


table flavor we’ll call “squashiness” 
for lack of a better term. 

Whatever the variety — but- 
ternut, acorn, kabocha — there is 
an art to choosing a good winter 
squash. One of the best clues is the 
stem (which should be present). It 
should be dry and corky. This tells 
you the squash stayed on the vine 
until it was almost ready to fall off, 
which happens at full maturity. 

One important and often over- 
looked fact is that many winter 


squash varieties actually improve 
after harvest, provided they are 
properly stored. This is particularly 
true of squash such as butternut and 
kabocha, and true to a slightly lesser 
extent with squash including kuri, 
pumpkins and hubbards. 

If you’ve never tried sauteing win- 
ter squash, you should. The result 
is somewhere between moist- and 
dry-heat cooking: The exterior cara- 
melizes nicely, but the interior stays 
delicate. Even better, instead of tak- 


ing 45 minutes to an hour the way 
roasting does, sauteed squash is done 
in fewer than 15 minutes. 

Cooked this way, winter squash 
can stand up to the most robust of 
flavorings. To keep it quick, finish 
the dish simply with a spoonful 
of rosemary gremolata, a minced 
combination of fresh rosemary, 
garlic and lemon zest (the origi- 
nal is made with parsley and used 
to garnish osso buco). russ parsons

Q&A I Deep Throat finally spilled 
the beans this year, and Judith 
Miller caved, too. Frank Warren 
wasn’t surprised — hush-hush 
stuff appears in his Germantown 
mailbox on a daily basis. On a whim 
last year, the 41-year- old dad made 
3,000 postcards asking recipients to 
write something true they’d never 
told anyone. He worked Metro stops 
and slipped the cards into library 
books, and they flew back, soon fol- 
lowed by homemade versions. 

Warren posted the missives on 
postsecret.com, and now they’re 
the basis of a book, “PostSecret: 
Extraordinary Confessions from 
Ordinary Lives,” as well as an art 
exhibit (starts Dec. 15, 3307 M St. 
NW). He talked to Express’ Vicky 
Hallett about his accidental trip 
into the world of the covert. 

Q. Your home address is on the 
cover of the book. 

A. It wasn’t my idea. But I’ve learned 
that publishers pick the covers and 
I’ve learned to like it. When I first 
showed it to my wife, she wasn’t 
pleased at all. But one of the reasons 




this project has grown so fast is my 
relationship with people sending in 
their secrets. This is not a P.O. Box. 
I’ve been vulnerable first. 

Q. How did this all start? 

A. Postcards had always appealed 
to me. They have a metaphoric 
value like a prayer. I like the idea 
of communicating with a loved one 
on something so small you have to 
choose your words carefully and 
someone has to interpret it and 
bring their own experiences to it. 

Q. What was it like reading all 
these secrets? 

A. A few cards reminded me of 
secrets in my own life, which hap- 
pens to other people too. They come 
to the Web site with voyeuristic 
intent, but then they think about 
themselves. Reading the cards, I 
thought of something that hap- 
pened to me over 30 years ago when 
I was in elementary school. I never 
thought of it as a secret, but I never 
told anyone about it. So I wrote it on 
a postcard, shared it with my wife 
and daughter, and then dropped it 


A. I think the project has benefited 
from Deep Throat, but also from the 
way reality TV has focused on how 
there’s no shame anymore. Because 
it’s not true. There are still things 
we’re not comfortable with and 
can’t share with our friends and 
family. 

Q. What are the secrets of German- 
town? 

A. There is a Wisteria Lane, like on 
“Desperate Housewives.” But other 
than that, that’s what I’m trying to 
find out. My address definitely isn’t 
a secret in Germantown.

Q. And your secret was? 

A. All the secrets are anonymous. 


Q. How do D.C. secrets stack up? 
A. I try not to look at the postmarks. 
Secrets carry the same themes wher- 
ever they come from, whether it’s 
Silver Spring or South America. 
Loneliness, confusion about a 
romantic situation, sorrow. 


Q. Any good ones lately? 

A. There was a wedding invitation 
with the names covered over with 
the text, “The only man I’ve ever 
loved was a guest at my wedding.” 


Q. Do you ever think they’re fake? 
A. The ones I post are the ones that 
ring ivith authenticity, like “I peed in 
the kitty litter box because you took 
too long in the bathroom.” I don’t 
think of them as true or false — it’s 
more like fiction or non-fiction. 


Q. So many of them are depressing. 
Do they get you down? 


A. No. Every day when I get to 
the last card is when I get sad. 
It’s cathartic. It makes us feel less 
alone. 


Q. What kind of relationship do you 
have with your mailman? 

A. It’s a woman. She likes me. I got 
one postcard from someone saying 
“I used to work in a post office and I 
read everyone’s postcards.” She liked 
that one.
